Parties pressure Begin on: reshuffle

TEL AVIV. — Prime Minister 


Menahem Begin is now engaged ina - 


holding action as party pressures 
mount over the imminent cabinet 


reshuffle. Begin’s main worry is to" 


prevent the number of ministers 
from increasing to save the cabinet 
structure from collapse. 

Both Herut, Begin's own party, 
and the NRP have a strong sense of 
grievance over their current degree 
of representation in the cabinet. 
Circles in the two parties were 
yesterday openly expressing their 
desire to see the present government 
structure changed, as this would 
throw open the question of portfolios. 

There is considerable bitterness in 
Herut over Begin's choice of Gideon 
Patt, a Liberal, for the Industry, 
Trade and Tourism job — though 
Herut does not have its own man for 
the post. Herut is unhappy with the 
Liberals' management of the 
economy, and wants a senior 
economics minister from its ranks. 

The position of Minister without 
Portfolio Haim Landau is regarded 
as shaky, because of the cooling 
between Begin and himself arising 


out of Landau’s opposition to the- 


premier’s peace policy. Some Herut 
observers think Begin eventually in- 
tends to ditch Landau and replace 
him with Ya’acov Meridor whose 
star is on the ascendant in the party. 

Meridor, who preceded Begin as 
IZL. commander, is one of the few 
Herut oldtimers who has not come 


out against the Camp David agree- 
ment. 

Some observers even think Begin 
iB grooming Meridor as his 
successor. 

Both Patt and Levy. Herut circles 
point out, actively support Begin's 
peace poli 


icy. 
If Herut is not goaded by increased - 


Liberal representation, Begin will 
probably ride out the party storm. 

But the NRP is likely to be un- 
appeased. The religious party is 
seething with discontent at the 
presence of three Democratic Move- 
ment ministers in the cabinet — out 
of seven Knesset members. The 
NRP wants another minister, and 
now that local elections are over and 
the party can stand the strain of in- 
ternal squabbling over who the man 
should be, it is ready to press the de- 
mand, | 

But in the NRP Knesset faction, 
chairman Yehuda Ben-Meir found 
himself: outnumbered in a bid to per- 
suade the premier to reduce the 
number of DM ministers in the 
cabinet. 

All three ΝῊΡ ministers — Yosef 
Burg (Interior), Zevulun Hammer 
(Education) and Aharon

“Less than 60 minutes later, the 
Egyptian coastal station flashed 
back: “‘Attention Haifa, this is Port 
Said calling. Your signal picked up 
and is heing passed on by relay.

Moments later, the Haifa station 
picked up another call — from a 


Swedish freighter in the Red Sea. 
“We are in the area of the Cedar 
Star,"’ the freighter’s radio operator 
said in a message to all stations in 
the area. ‘‘We are altering course 
and heading for her."' 

As of last night, no reports had 
been received in Israel of any 
casualties aboard the Cedar Star or 
the rescuing ship.

U.S. flying out Guyana suicides 


GEORGETOWN, Guyana. — Three 
Prime suspects in the ambush 
iillings of U.S. Congressman Leo J. 
Ryan and his companions have been 


arrested, as U.S. and Guyana of- 


ficials probed deeper into the 
murders and the mass suicide of 409 
American cultists that followed the 
slayings. 

Guyana announced on Tuesday 
that they had arrested Michael 


Proes, 31, a former California televi- . 


sion reporter; Tim Carter, 30, a 
former U.S. Marine; and Larry 
Layton, 32, another American. 

So far though, only Layton, who 
was brought barefoot and hand- 
cuffed into a Guyanese court yester- 
day, has been formally charged with 
murder. 

Meanwhile, removal of the bodies 
of evangelist Rev. Jim Jones and his 
fanatical followers from their 
remoté Jonestown People’s Temple 
commune started late: yesterday 
morning. U.S. military helicopters, 
which were brought dismantled 
aboard two giant, Hercules aircraft 
into Guyana for the macabre under- 
taking, are to ferry the bodies from 
Jonestown to an airstrip about 20 
kma. away. From there, the dead 
will be loaded aboard U.S. Air Force 
cargo planes for the trip to Dover Air 
Force Base, Delaware. 

‘The bodies are due to arrive in the 

U.S. today as Americans celebrate 
Thanksgiving. 
A total of 174 of the 409 victims had 
been identified as of yesterday. 
Almost all the suicides were 
American and most of them were 
from California. Guyane. had 
originally emp! immediate 
burial aaa te te advanced decom- 
position of the bodies from the 
tropical sun. The U.S, military dis- 
aster team is equipped with decon- 
tamination suits to avoid the risk of 
infection when the bodies are placed 
in air-tight bags for transport.

é ‘The brew had been blended in a 
huge cauldron filled with grape- 
flavoured Kool-Aid, a powdered soft 
drink. 

In Washington, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation announced. 
that it has opened an investigation 
into the slaying of Ryan and four 
members of his party. Ryan and the 
others had been trying to leave last 
Saturday afternoon when they were 
gunned down. 

The FBI said it was acting under 
the Congressional Assassinations 
Law, which makes it a U.S. federal 
crime to kill a congressman. The 
FBI said the investigation was being 
conducted in the U.S. — as the 
People’s Temple has its head- 
quarters in San Francisco — and in

In Berkeley, California, an official

asserted yesterday that former 
members of the sect fear an 
assaasination squad intends to kili 
them.

HAVANA. — Cuban’ ‘President Fidel 
Castro announced early yesterday 
that he would free-more than 3,000

("The Founders'’), is a classic. 
Reprinted recently by Am Oved for 
the 12th time, it tells the story of a 
veteran watchman, Hermoni, and 
his family, who settled on a 
beautiful. wild portion of a Galilee 
forest. 

Though fictitious, the narrative es- 
sentially followa the story of Alex- 
ander Zeid, the hero of Sheikh Abrek 
in the Jezree!l Valley. τ 


Smolly recounts how Hermoni 
made friends with the Beduin in the 
area, how he tried to get an alloca- 
tion from Jewish organizations in 
Jerusalem to build himself a house, 
how his family suffered from 
malaria and how his hamlet waa 
destroyed by Arab gangs during the 
years of the ‘‘disturbances.”" 

A British officer, accompanied by 


. Arab. policemen, had earlier in- 


Spected the area and confiscated all 
arms, with the assurance that the 
government would provide defence. 

Tt did not, and Hermoni survived 
by hiding in a cave. But the 


narrative ends on a bopeful note: 
Hermoni and hia son take the plough 
again and start rebuilding their 
homestead from scratch. 

Smolly began writing this story 60 
years ago, when he was a tgacher in 
a small settlement near ‘a. It isa 
children's epic, and the tone fa main- 
tained throughout the 210 pages. 
“MISHAHAR M'ATEINU” ("From 


the Rise of Our Century"), written 
by Aharon Ostrovsky, and published 


by Ekked, has some literary merit, 


‘but Its interest is in the detail. 

The author, a watchman δὲ Kfar 
Sava, undertook a pilgrimage on foot 
to a fellow watchman, A.D. Gordon. 
At Gordon's lookout, perched on four 
eucalyptus poles, he found another 
watchman, Yosef Aharonovitz. 

While a third man; SKlomo 
Zemach, discussed the future of the 
Jewish people, a young lady, clad in 
the best contemporary (1910) Euro- 
pean fashion, walked impatiently in 
a nearby wood, waiting for Zemach 
to come down. She was not aware 
that the discussion was about her. 

The young lady symbolized the 
Jews in the Diaspora who preferred 
the amenities of an established, 
though alien, society to the cali of 


_ their own nation in Palestine. 


How little the situation has chang- 
ed in 70 years. 


ΤῸ EASE the anguish of those who 
complain of the mora! decline of our 
times, read ‘‘Mahanayim Moshava 
Kitzrat Yamim™ (‘A Short-lived 
Settlement’), by Shimshon Stein 
(Yad Ben Zvi, Jerusalem). 


In 1897, a group of enthusiastic 
“Galicianers™ collected 4,000 francs 
to establish a village in Palestine. 


The land was eventually bought 
for over 100,000 franes. Only one of 
the 11 settlers of the first batch was 
listed as “‘peasant."’ Another was 8. 
blacksmith, and the rest were 
shopkeepers. 


Zygmunt Bromberg, the secretary 
of the founding society, was a young 
man with exalted ideas about 
transferring all Jews to Palestine in 
order to save them from impending 
doom in Europe. He went ahead of, 
others. But a few years later, 
Bromberg became the symbol of 
failure. To meet outstanding debts, 
he mortgaged all the settlers’ houses 
and land. Moreover, he irritated 
everybody by ‘‘behaving like a 
baron's official” — living on a far 
higher standard than the rest of the 
settlers. 


Eventually, their debts were paid 
and each settler was given 500 francs. 
to enable him to return home.

THE WORK by Partos listed in the 
programme as ‘‘Visions’’ turned out 
to be his Images," a symphonic 
movement of much larger propor- 
tions than the announced piece. 
Although the music is borne by 
melodic ideas, percussive coloristics 
play an important part, and, as a 
whole, this work is not easy to enjoy. 
tt may be presumed that Lukas

Various slowdowns hamper 
work at all three ports

HAIFA. — The port management 
yesterday appealed to owners of 
forklifta to rent them to the port to 
help it overcome the increasing shor- 
tage of cargo handling equipment. 
‘The shortage is caused by the month- 
long go-slow of the port's 16 
repairshop foremen, who are 
demanding pay rises. Ashdod. her- 
bour fs also hit, because the 16 
foremen there are going slow In sym- 

pathy with their Haifa colleagues. 


Port spokesman Yair Bar- 
Mashiah told The Post that the 
management decided to make the 
unprecedented move of hiring out- 
side equipment, because 80 per cent 
of all its cargo handling equipment 
was out of order — awaiting repairs. 

Citrus loading resumed yesterday 
morning at reduced speed after a 
day-long suspension. A ship that isto 
take 150,000 cases of fruit to Europe 
was shifted from the citrus quay, 
whose cranes are now all out of 
order, to another berth with a 
workable crane. But loading speed 
was cut to less than half, and the ship 


will stay four days instead of a dey” 


and a half. 

Dozens of Haifa stevedores were 
fdled because of the lack of equip- 
ment yesterday, and in Ashdod the 


situation was even worse, Ports 
Authority spokesman Micha Halevy 
said. 

The Ashdod port management 
again appeoled ta the Beersheba 
Labour Court to order the foremen to 
resume full work. Last week the 
Court denied the appeal and 
accepted the foremen's claim that 
they were not staging any go-slow at 
all. The management hoped to get an 
injunction on the strength of new 
evidence. 

In Haifa a representation of the 
foremen's committee said the men 
were not going-slow either, but were 
merely “disgruntied."" They have 
been called to the Labour Council to 
discuss the problem today. 

Yesterday afternoon the Port 
Authority management met with 
representatives of the Histadrut and 
the Haifa and Ashdod labour coun- 
cils for an emergency debate on the 
situation. With the start of the winter 
season the big citrug shipments are 
expected. 

In Eilat the stevedores are alzo go- 
ing slow but for a different reason. 
They demand that importers refrain 
from directing ships through the 
Suez Canal to Ashdod and Haifa, and 
instead use Eilat, to assure the port's 
future. The bottleneck is the lack of 
trucks to ship cargoes north after 
they reach Eilat. 


Citrus exports up but higher 
nses eat up profits .

TEL AVIV. — The citrus farmers 
have high hopes for their exports this 
season. Prices abroad seem to be 
good, and barring high winds, frost, 
hail or pestilence, the Citrus 
Marketing Board (CMB) expects to 
ship abroad a record 48 million 
crates instead of the 45 million 

shipped last year. 

This rosy picture, however, has 
one big flaw, according to Svi Kenan, 
managing director of the CMB. He 
told the press yesterday that 
translated into Israeli pounds, 
farmers will receive an increase of 
about 40 per cent this year over last 
year, but that production costs have 
risen by 60 per cent. Kenan demands 
that the government compensate the 
farmers to make their work 
worthwhile. 


He said that the citrus branch this 
year celebrates its 100th anniver- 
sary. The branch recently has taken 
gigantic steps to modernize itself. 
This includes stretching the export 
season to nearly 11 out of 12 months 
of the year, starting in September 
with brand-new peelable mandarine- 
type fruits and ending in July with 
late grapefruits. Beside these 
peelables there are the standard Jaf- 


fas, oranges and grapefruits and 
lemons, giving foreign buyers a 
large variety of fruit to buy. 

Kenan said that the achilles heel of 
the industry is the fruit picking 
process. Today the situation is so 
bad that not only is no local labour 
available for the job. but even 
workers from Judea, Samaria or 
Gaza are not interested. Only 
Beduins are willing to do this work 
now. 

Kenan said that by rights high 
school pupila who are out on the 
streets because of the teachers’ 
strike should be organized to pick 
fruit. “This should be considered a 
national duty," he emphasised. 

He quoted the example of Holland, 
where on one occasion the 
authorities gave children two weeks 
leave from school to help pick 
potatoes.

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The housing mess 


SOMEONE should warn Absorption Minister David Levy of the 
unholy mess he will be stepping into if he takes on the post of 

and ction Minister that is being offered to him 
in the scheduled cabinet reshuffle. 

Housing has been a chronic headache for all of the country's 
governments, But it is hard to think of a period of time when a 
housing shortage has proved to be more ofa national scandal for 
less reason than it is today and will continue to be for some time. 

‘The Likud took over. the reins of power when residential con- 
struction activity was in the doldrums. This was the result of a 
deliberate policy of economic contraction designed by the Align- 
ment regime to promote exports and to narrow the foreign trade 
gap. 

“There was no acute shortage, however, because housing pro- 
jects started two years earlier — the span of time ordinarily 
needed for completion — were still being supplied in more than 
the amount thought necessary to meet normal need. This is 

40,000 housing units per annum. 

By mid-1976, however, it should have become clear that a 
serious deficit would soon materialize unless construction starts 
were given an immediate fresh boost. 

The writing on the wall was disregarded, both before and 
after last May's politica] shake-up. The new Housing and 
Construction Minister, Gideon Patt, true to his Liberal convic- 
tion, was content to leave housing to the free interplay of market 
forces. 

It was characteristic of Mr. Patt that his greatest early con- 
cern was not the dire prospect that large families, young 
couples and new immigrants might find themselves without a 
decent home, but the possibility that the distortions caused by 
the Tenants Protection Law would linger on for a while. That - 
law, he prociaimed, was the worst crime ever. 

Somewhat belatedly, Mr. Patt discovered the facts that were 
staring him in the face: a steadily mounting shortage of homes 
in the main residential areas, the prices of apartments soaring 
beyond the reach of any but the affluent, and speculators seek- 
ing to take advantage of inflation by buying up houses and in the 

process pushing prices even higher. 

Pevith the signing of a peace treaty with Egypt matters will 
grow only worse, as scarce materiais and manpower will have 
to he diverted to military construction work in the Negev. 

Only active intervention in the housing market will be able to 
avert a disaster. Mr. Patt, realizing this, was at long last ready 
to actively intervene in the housing market. But first he had to 
remove the rock-like opposition of Agriculture Minister Arik 
Sharon. 

What gives Mr. Sharon such power — a power equivalent to 
that of ἃ rival Housing Minister — is his control of the Lands Ad- 
ministration. Unless the Administration releases the land, Mr. 
Patt cannot make it available to contractors for building. But 
Mr. Sharon thinks housing policy should follow not people’s 
preferences but national goais; and to him there is no higher 
goal than that Jews should settle, as he has put it this week, ‘‘in 
Kiryat Arba and such places." 

Tn its own, and Mr. Sharon's, defence the Lands Administra- 
tion has been arguing that the Housing Ministry has a large 
enough reserve of land to last for the next three years. But not in 
sufficiently consolidated plots, the Ministry haa countered, to 
allow rational 

In the meantime, the bureaueratic impasse 15 holding up new 
projects, and is exacerbating an already intolerable situation. 
Mr. Begin's promise to resolve the tangie remains unfulfilled. 

It is reported that Mr. Levy has made his consent to assume 
the housing post eonditional on his heading the proposed aliya 
and absorption authority that is to supplant his recat depart- 
ment. He should be more interested in making sure, in advance, 
that he can obtain the land to build and the mortgages to finance 
the housing he would be helping to put up. 

If he fails to do this, there will be little he could offer by way of 
housing to large families, young couples, singles, or new im- 
migrants. Little, that is, except excuses.

He proceeded to take to task old 
comrades like Dr, Yohanan Bader, 
who turned against him. In wither- 
ing tones: ‘Don't you dare teach me 
what Jabotinsky stood for. Don’t you 
preach at me about Eretz Israel..." 

And rising to a crescendo: “My 
dream and ambition is to bring 
peace to the people of Israel in the 
Land of israel." Then sadly: “They 
used to accuse me af being a man of 
war. It’s so unfairly untrue, for our 
party is the party of peace’ — 
triumphantly, to cheers. 

After spelling out the various con- 
ditions required to ensure the 
nation’s- security and its ancient 
rights, the premier rounded off his 
speech with a careful mixture of 
pathos and iron resolve. ‘I have in- 
‘dicated how far we have moved 
towards making peace. If you have 
faith in me and in my path, then I 
will weigh up matters and see 
whether Ὁ can carry on. Tonight, 
after all that has happened, I request 
‘of you to put your trust in me.” 

Then, adding softly, like the 
climactic blow from a judo master: 

“This is not a threat, but I will have 
to draw the conclusions." 


NOT SURPRISINGLY, the central 
committee gave the leader his 
overwhelming vote of confidence. By 
so doing, however, Begin may have 
strengthened his adversaries in the 
long run. 

It may be asked whether his sum- 
moning up of the ultimate threat of 
resignation was not, in effect, an ad- 
mission of his underlying weakness 


- within the inter citadel of his own 


movement. Was it not also an 
agknowledgement of his critics‘ 
strength at home? 

The resignation ultimatum is, 
after all, the final, if legitimate, 
‘weapon in the armoury of any weill- 
entrenched leader. Did not Golda 
Meir and the late David Ben-Gurion 
use it on a number of occasions to get 
their way?

His ex-adviser ou infor- 
mation Shmuel Katz- and Minister 
without Portfolio Haim Landau are 
certainly good examples. It is not 50 
long ago that Begin threw all‘his con- 
siderable weight behind Landau’s 
appointment to the cabinet, and even 
then waa opposed by a disturbingly 
high 40 per cent of the sentral com- 
mittee.

THE MUSEUM of the History of 
Jewish Martyrdom, Block 27, at 
Auschwitz is reported to be now 
regularly open to the public, Large 
numbers of foreign visitors are 
already coming there and statistics 
indicate that the interest is growing 
daily. Jewish organizations are said 
to be m: ments for trips 
to Israel via Poland, with little doubt 
that Block 27 will be one of the ob- 


jects of such pilgrimages. 
The Museum was ceremoniously 


opened last April as part of Martyr-. 


dom Week in Poland, which coin- 


cided with the Warsaw Ghetto's 35th 


anniversary commemoration. The 
Museum was closed, apparently for 
technical reasons, immediately 
afterwards. This Museum is the only 
one in the area which exploits the 
latest audio-visual devices and 
closed-circuit TV. Apparently all the 
technical arrangements were hastily 
put up for the impressive opening 
ceremony. Those present during the 
opening noted provisional 
arrangements and often break- 
downs of the electronic system. 
This might explain why during the 
following months there were rather 
disturbing reports on the Museum. 
Visitors complained that they found 
the facility closed, and Kazimierz 
Smolar, in charge of the Auschwitz 
Authority, claimed that he still found 
it difficult to operate all the com- 
plicated electronic facilities. : 


ALL THIS fortunately seems to 
belong to the past. Recent visitors to 
Poland, including members of the 
Israeli delegation which observed 
the centenary of the birth of Janusz 
Korczak, report thet the Museum is 


. open. 


The Museum shows, among other 
exhibits, films on the Warsaw ghetto 
uprising. New additions include a 
complete model of Mordechai 
Anielewicz’s bunker which was 
situated at 18 Mila Street in Warsaw 
and in which he finally committed 
suicide.

Sir, —- To me, the dispute between 
Egypt and Israel about the wording 
of the treaty preamble is very dif- 
ficult ta understand. 

If the reference in the preamble to 
the West Bank means that, unless we 
reach an agreement on the problems 
of the West Bank, the agreement 
with Egypt will be void, then we 
have no agreement at all. It will be

On the other hand, if our under- 
taking is merely to negotiate about 
the West Bank, but the treaty with 
Egypt will be valid whether we 
reach an agreement or not, what 
have we to complain about? We want 
to negotiate peace with all our 
neighbours.
